country  up  to  S.AOO  feet,  and  a  fs'ming  country  where 
irrigatton  Is  possible.  Roughly  estimated,  these  fcrtUe 
lands  may  be  set  down  at  8  minion  acres.  North  ot  S2 
there  are  over  10  million  acres  of  agricultural  land. 

CLIMATB.  The  Japanese  current  snd  the  moisture-laden 
winds  from  the  Fadfl.:  Ocean. exercine  a  moderating  in- 
fluence on  the  Coast  and  for  at  least  100  milr-  inland. 
These  mobt  winds  are  In  grtst  part  arrested  by  the  Coast 
Range,  but  the  higher  currents  carry  some  ■ot  the  mois- 
ture r-  to  the  loftifT  peaks  of  the  Sclkirks,  causing  a 
beav]  v  .owlaO.  by  which  it  is  exhausted.  Thus  a  series 
irf  wev  and  dry  belts  is  formed.  In  the  dry  belts  irriga- 
tion' tansedj-  the  air  is  dry  and  pure.  The  climate  of 
Vancouver  Isiand  and  the  Coast  generally  corresponds 
doaely  with  that  of  the  South  of  England.  Thunder- 
storms,  heavy  snowfall*  and  severe  frosts  seldom  occur.

FORESTS  AND  LUMBERING.  The  forest  area  is  estim- 
ated at  around  180,000,000  acres,  indudinc  sparccly  tim- 
bered buds.  The  stand  of  merchantable  timber  is  estim  - 
ated  by  the  Chief  Forester  of  the  province  at  over  30O 
billioa  feet.  There  are  two  types  of  forest:  The  coast 
type,  covering  Vancouver  Island  and  the  Inlets  and  vaUeys 
of  the  soothem  mainland,  between  the  salt  water  aad  the 
Casnde  Range,  contains  the  largest  trees  aad  the  haaviest 
stand  of  timber,  and  here  the  trees  now  most  rapidly. 
The  most  Important  timber  in  order  ti  Douglas  fir,  red 
cedar,  hendock,  balsam,  spruce  aoH  yellow  cedar  or 
cyprsas.  Along  the  coast  are  many  deepwatcr  harbors. 
The  coast  type  is  approached  sqmewhat  fai  the  interior  at 
the  western  base  ol  the  RocUca,  where  conditions  as  to 
rainf^  are  more  nearly  tlie  same.  The  interior  type, 
covering  the  remainder  of  the  province  does  not  carry  on 
an  average  so  much  merchantable  timber  to  the  acre,  and 
consists  of  smaUcr,  less  rapidly-growing  trees.  The  moat 
important  trees  in  order  are  ydlow  pine,  Doogiaa  fir,  white 
pine,  cedar,  spruce,  balsam,  lodge  pole  ^eThemlock  and 
tamarack.  Hardwood  and  deddnooa  trees  are  negligiUe 
in  British  Columbia  as  merchantable  timber.  ItiscWmed 
that  the  B.C.  Coast  climate  can  produce  as  much  timber 
in  00  years  as  can  be  grown  daewhere  in  Canada  in  a  cen- 
tury.

DAIRYING.    Good  water  and  Imniriant  grMsei  are   in 

frienty,  witli  a  most  fayormble  climate  on  tEe  lower  main- 
and  and  on  Vancourer  Island,  which  now  represent  the 
chief  dairy  districts.  The  vaU^a  in  the  interior  arc 
rapUly  increasinf  their  stocks  of  dairy  catttc,  and  will 
eventually  supply  the  towns  of  the  interior.  The  local 
demand  everywhere  is  rapidly  tnGreasuiB;^Thvc  are  34 
co-operative  and  private  creameries.  The  Provincial 
Government  aids  the  estab  ishment  of  co-operative  cream- 
eries by  direct  financial  assistance.  The  value  of  the  out- 
put of  creameries  and  dairies  m  1913  was  S2,598,404.  i.e., 
less  than  half  of  the  local  demand.  No  cheese  is  manu- 
tactnred  in  the  province  commercially.  The  average 
wholesale  price  of  creamery  butter  is  38  cenU  per  lb. 

Bovna  TuBanctn,can.  The  Provincial  Government  lias 
adopted  the  most  progressive  policy  in  the  world  to 
eradicate  this  disease.  It  is  now  practically  eradiated 
in  many  sections.  The  rigid  inspection  now  carried  on 
win  soon  rid  the  province  <rf  this  scourge.  The  intrader- 
mal test  was  adopted  in  preference  to  the  subcutaneous 
test.  All  reactors  are  slaughtered,  and  the  Provincial 
Government  compensates  the  owner  up  to  half  the  value 
of  the  animal.  The  maximum  valuation  Is  tSaO.OO 
for  pure-bred  cattle,  and  3180.00  for  grades. 

DBM ONSTRATION  FARM.  The  Provincial  Govei  nment 
lias  estal>lished  on  the  Praser  River  a  demonstration  farm 
of  1,000  acres,  equlpp«i  with  a  herd  of  Holstan  cattle, 
high-dass  Clydesdale  horses.  Hackneys  and  Thorough- 
breds, and  buildings  of  the  latest  desin. 

DSMomntATiON  Plot*.  TIi«  Agrieiutural  Department 
iiave  established  a  scries  of  expCTimental  nnd  demonstra- 
tion plots  throughout  the  province  to  -4ve  rotations 
and  test  the  suitability  of  diftarent  varit  of  Acid  crops 
to  the  varying  conditions  of  dimate  a.  soil.  Special 
attention  is  being  given  alfalfa  and  maice;  and  very 
encou  aging  rcsuite  have  l>ecn  obtained. 

FIBLD-GROP  COMPBTinONS.  To  encourage  the 
productioB  of  Srst-dass  crops,  tlie  Department  of  Agn- 
culture  offers  valuable  prises  ererr  year  to  farmers  tluough 
their  Institutes.
